BREMERHAVEN, Feb. 15.—Prince Henry 
sailed for New York at 3:43 p. m. 

Tke Kron Prinz Wilhelm, as spick as 
skill, money and thought could make her. 
headed out into the North Sea at that hour 
with the brother of the Emperor, with his 
staff, on board, bound for New York, via 
Southampton and Cherbourg. Bremen is 
crowded with tourists, bound for America, 
and many persons have come here from al] 
parts of Germany to bid the prince fare- 
well. 

The Kaiser did not come to Bremen to 
say farewell to his brother. They bade 


— to each other in Berlin Tuesday 
night. 


NEVER WROTE TO DEWEY. 

Previous to sailing Prince Henry in con- 
versation with a correspundent of the As- 
sociated Fress referred to the report. that 
he had written a letter to Admiral Dewey, 
apologizing for the conduct of the German 
Squadron in Manila bay during the war 
with Spain: ‘It it all untrue,” said the 
Prince. ‘‘I have never written to Admiral 
Dewey in my life.’ 

The last seen of the prince from the shore 
here was when he stood on the bridge of 
the Kron Prinz Wilhelm in an admiral’s 
uniform and lifted his cap to respond to 
the cheers of the assembled crowds. 


Commander William H. Beehler, U. 8S. N., 
the United States naval attache at Berlin, 
bid the prince good-by for the United 
States embassy. 

Senator Tichirschky, Prussian minister to 
the Hanzatic cities, bid farewell to the 
Prince for Emperor William, who also sent 
his brother a telegram previous to the de- 
parture of the steamer.

The prince left the castle of Kiel at 12:40 
noon, accompanied by Freiherr von Seck- 
endorf, chief master of ceremonies, and

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UNE KILLED IN 
BAITLE OF BOYS 


Willie Ledger, Aged 16, Shot 
by Fretwell Shock, 10 


HAD BEEN GIVING VALENTINES 


TRAGEDY RESULTED FROM RIV- 
ALRY BETWEEN “GANGS.” 


ents From Hodiamont and a Free 
Fight Ensued Over the 
Word “Niggers.”’ 


William Ledger, the 16-year-old son of 
Mrs. M. E. Ledger, a widow residing at 
6162 Suburben avenue, was shot and almost 
instantly killed about 9 o’clock valentine 
night by Fretwell Shock, aged 10, of 5887 
Etzel avenue, son of Floyd Shock, director 
inthe firm of George D. Barnard & Co. 

The shooting occurred at the corner of 
Goodfellow and: Bartmer avenues in the 
fashionable residence district Known as 
Cabanne. 

With young Shock at the time of the 
shooting were a number of other boys, 
whose parents, like Shock’'s, reside in Ca- 
banne. With the Ledger boy were four 
others who, like himself, resided in De 
Hodiamont—on|y a few blocks away but 
west of the Suburban railroad tracks. 


SHOOTING FOLLOWED RIVALRY. 
The shoot.ang was the outcome of a spirit 
of hostility that existed between the “De 


Hodiamoat gang’ and the *““Cabanne boys”’ 
for several months. 

There had been collisions between the two 
crowds of -boys in the past, but none re- 
suited seriously. 


to “have some fun.’’ Both hit upon the an- 
client custom of placing comic vaientines on 
front steps, ringing belis and running away. 

In carrying out this pragram the De Ho- 
diamont boys wandered into the Cabanne 
territory. 

They placed a comic valentine undgr a 
front door in the vicinity of Goodfellow and 
Bartmer avenues and started to run, that 
they might be safe from detection when the 
occupant of the house should answer their 
ring at the bell. 


USED THE WORD NIGGEBRS. 
In their. flight they ran into the crowd 
of younger Cabanne boys. The latter were 


garbed in Mardi Gras costumes and their 
taces were blackened. 

‘“‘Let’s take a look at the —~ geal said 
one of the De Hodiamont crowd. 

His companions stopped and jostled the 
Cabanne boys.,, The latter stopped, also, and 
a verbal war was on. 

Stories differ as.to the intervening cir- 
cumstances, but the result of the verbal 
war was that Fretwell Shock took a fre- 
volver from his inside coat pocket and fired 
at Joseph Fleming, aged 15, af 1025 Forest 
Park avenue. ; 

The atm missed Fleming. and Ledger 
sank to the sidewalk with a bullet in his 
right temple. 

Both crowds were frightened by the trag- 
ic sequel to their neighborhood war and 
all fled but two of Ledger's companions 
who stood guard over him. 


POLICE CORRALLED BOYS. 

The news quickly spread that a boy had 
been shot and Sergt. Harry Dorsey of the 
Mounted Police district. who was at De 
Hiodiamont, ran to the scene of the shoot- 
ing, rapping his club en route. Police- 
men Gartland and Harrison responded to 
his raps, and together they searched for 
principals and eye-witnesses to the shoot- 
ing. 

The first boy that Sergt. Dorsey found 
was Louis Mathews of 5851 Etzel avenue, 
who is about Shock’s age. His hand was 
tied up and the sergeant thought he might 
have been in the fight. 

The sergeant learned that the Mathews 
boy's arm_was injured several days ago, 
but he took him to Carey's drug store at 
Etzel and Goodfellow avenues, and he and 
the policeman corraled all the other boys 
they could find in the same pharmacy. 

The sergeant questioned one boy, whose 
name he refuses to give, having promised 
his father not to do so. As he was ques- 
tioning the boy hijs father entered the drug 
store. He told the sergeant he knew noth- 
ing about the trouble, but would find ott 
from his son who did the shooting. This 
4 told his father that it was Shock who 

qd it. 

A policeman was at once sent to the 
Shock residence. The victim of the bullet 
had meanwhile been carried to the drug 
store. but he was dead before a physician 
arrived. 

YOUNG SHOCK WAS IN BED. 

Young Shock had gone to bed, but he was 
aroused and returned to the drug store to 
the policeman. There he confessed he did 
the shooting and the sergeant released all 
the other boys, taking their names and ad- 
dresses for use in case they were needed as 
witnesses. 

Young Shock. was taken to the mounted 
district station in Forest Park, where he 
passed the night. His older brother, Ken- 
nan Shock, visited him there and had 
breakfast brought to him Saturday morn- 


ne, . 
To the Post-Dispatch Saturday morning 
the boy talked willingly of the shooting. He 
deciared he had not used the weapon until 
after the De Hodiamont crowd had at- 
‘tacked him, and then had only shot Ledger 
‘dentally. 
 rhey were all bigger boys in the De 
| Hodiamont crowd,.”” he said. “and they 
ed us and said, “Oh! look at the nig-

“But they wanted to fight and Kept on 
Calling us names until finally some little 
fellow in the crowd, they were all younger 
than us boys, said: ‘Shoot ’em, Dick.’ 


“By Dick he meant young Shock. Shock 
took his revolver out of his coat, aimed 
at Fleming and fired. It was all done so 
quick that Ledger was stretched out on 
the ground before we knew what happened. 
Any one of our five might have been killed 
the same way. I wasn’t watching him and 
1 don’t suppose Ledger was. Fleming, 1 
think, was watching him and maybe he 
dodged to one side when Shock aimed at 


irn. 

‘We've had trouble with the Cabanne 
crowd for about @ year. They try to get 
after us every time they get one of us down 
in their neighborhood. .- Fleming drives a 
milk wagon through there sontetimes and 
they used to rock his wagon when they got 
a chance. 

“It was too bad about. Ledger. He was 
a nice, quiet boy. He didn’t want to fight 
any of the little Cabanne fellows. When 
we started out he said he only wanted to 
put out a few valentines, as he. promised 
his mother he would be home at,9:30.”’ 

There is deep grief in both the Shock 
and Ledger families over the tragic valen- 
tine night episode. Saturday morning one 
of the Misses Shock called at the Ledger 
residence to express the sorrow of her 
household over the death of Willie Ledger. 

The familv of the dead boy ,too, expresses 
sympathy for the parents, brother and sis- 
ters of Fretwell Shock. 


LEDGER’S MANLY STATEMENT. 

“It is just as much a blow to them as 
it is to us," Samuel Ledger, a manly youth 
of 18. said to the Post-D‘snatch. 

“Young Shock did not intend to kill my 
brother. What he did has brought great 
sorrow to his family as well as to ours. 
We will not prosecute him. 

“T know that the killing of my brother 
was just an unfortunate accident. From 
whut I hear about it, it seems that the 
two crowds of boys were out distributing 
valentines and that both were running at 
the same time. 

“The younger Cabanne boys seemed to 
think that the older De Hodiamont .boys 
were running after ‘them and the little 
Shock boy turned and fired at them. That 
is the way I understand it.’’ 

Young Ledger's body, which was removed 
Friday -night to his hutic. 8162 suburban 
avenue, the residence o/ *%3s uncle, G. 8. 
Servant. waS taken downtown Saturday 
mornne that the coroner's jury might be 
sworn in over the remains. 

It will be taken back to the Servant resi- 
dence and the funeral will be held prob- 
ably Sunday. 

The inquest has been set for 10 o'clock 
Monday morning by Veputy Coroner F.tz- 
simmons, and all the boys who. witness:d 
the tragedy will be supenaed. 

Saturday afternoon Capt. McNamee of 
the Mounted Police district wfl’ have the 
boys brought before him that he may com- 
pare their statements and, if possible, ar- 
rive at a clear understanding of the cir 
cumstances surrounding the tragedy. 


SHOCK BEHIND THE BARS. 
Fretwell Shock looks strangely out of 
place behind the heavy iron bars of the 
Mounted Station calaboose. He ts a bright- 
eyed, ruddy-faced boy. His clothing is in 
striking contrast with that usually worn 
by the occupants of the Mounted Station 


cell. 

Saturday morning he Was dressed in a 
coat and short trousers of a light green 
hue. and wore a sweater, striped with wide 
bands of red and white.- 

He does not seem to realize the serious- 
ness of his situation. In discussing the 
shooting he did not expres any regret.

been indicted for bribery by the February 
grandjury and, at 1 o'clock Saturday, a 
bench warrant was issued for his arrest 
and turned over to Sheriff Dickman ito 
serve. 
R. M. Snyder is the prcmoter who pshed 
the Central Traction bill through the Muni- 
cipal Assemby. He is a banker in Kansas 
City, and euccessfu ly promoted a gas com- 
pany in.Kansas City in rivalry to the old 
company to produce cheap gas and got a 
franchise from the city to build a plant. 
Almost as soon as it was finished and in 
operation he sold it tu the gas trust. It is 
said the profits of that operation netted him 
and his associates aimost $1,000,000. 
Mr. Snnyder is prominent, both socially 
and in a business way, in Kansas City, and 
is well known in St. Louis, Chicago and 
New York financial circle:, where his rating 
is very high. 

INDICTMENTS EXPECTED. 

It is believed that the indictment of R. 
M. Synder is wholly due to the fact that 
one or more of the witnesses before the 
February grandjury has turned state’s evi- 
derice. It Is said that for more than a week 


. the grandjury has had in its possession all

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FATAL FROGS AND GUARD RAILS. 


One of the numerous guard rails, on a grade crossing, gave 
opportunity for a display of bravery by an old man, Watchman 
Wolff, who saved the life of a.boy whose foot had caught in the 
rail, as told in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. But so dangerous are 
these guard rails and frogs at the grade crossings in St. Louis 
that the old man was perhaps fatally injured in doing his brave 
work. | 

The Post-Dispatch has frequently urged that the law in regard 
to railway frogs and guard rails be enforced. Why are any of 
these death traps permitted to exist in the city? Every citizen 
who has occasion to pass grade crossings has seen; numerous 
unprotected frogs and guard rails.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Acting, it ts said, 
for J. Pierpont Morgan, Duran-Ruel, an art 
dealer, after a Iively struggle for its pos- 
session, purchased one of Titian’s master- 
pieces, ‘“‘The Portrait of Georgie Cornaro,”’ 
last night when the magnificent collection 
of E. F. Milliken was auctioned off. 

Mr. Milliken’s gallery had depended 
rather on its quality than its quantity. The 
total realized at the sale, which was con- 
ducted by the American Art Galleries, was 
$128,325, althuugh there were only twenty- 
six canvasses in the collection Corot’s “Bt, 
Zebastian’’ brought $20,00v.

Youths Under 15 Must Be Indoors by 
8 O'clock in Winter and 9 
O’Clock in Summer. 


The bill for a curfew law, indorsed by 4
